excess of the average consumption 
during a week in summertime

mal at the present time and there 
Is no danger of a scarcity of water 
here.

Forerunners of tem peratures in 
the high nineties for the 12th con­ 
secutive day. early morning read­ 
ings showed the mercury clim bing 
rapidly in all sections of the state. 
The thermometer showed 86 at Eas­ 
ton at 9 a. rn., four degrees higher 
than Monday’s reading at that time. 
Philadelphia had a temperature 
of 83 at IO a. rn., while Pittsburgh's 
was 81 an hour earlier. 
Both cities 
were expected to see a maximum of 
well above 90 for the day. 
Other early morning readings in­ 
cluded: Harrisburg 73 at 7:30 a. rn.; 
York 79 at 9 a. rn.; Hazleton SO at 
8:30 a rn.; Scranton 79 at 8 a. rn., 
and Reading 84 at 8:30 a. rn. 
Shooting up to 98 degrees, Mon­ 
day at Harrisburg, the temperature 
equalled that city’s record for the 
date, set in 1930 
Statewide marks 
for the year toppled under the broil­ 
ing sun and high humidity. 
The thermometer registered 95 at

W iiile I was stationed a t Straw bridge, in B altim ore, I was called upon 
to perform the funeral services of a Mrs. Duke who lived in Eutaw 
Street nearby.

lier burial I learned th a t she was a widow, w ith but one child, and she 
also a widow. 
T h is d aughter, Mrs. Callow, becam e interested in my 
m inistry and atten d ed my church frequently afterw ard.

vival of religion, she cam e w ith o th er p en iten ts to th e altar, em braced 
religion, and joined th e church. 
I learned by this tim e th a t her g ra n d ­ 
m other, a Mrs D urham , was a wom an of considerable w ealth aud th a t 
in lier will she h ad provided th at in certain contingencies tile bulk of 
th is w ealth should be given to religious objects 
it so happened th* 
on Hie d eath of he< d aughter, th e m other of M rs. Callow, th a t she bt- ' 
cam e sole heir to all Hie property. 
It was estim ated to am ount ut about 
$40,000, mostly represented by real estate. 
U nder the influence of lier g ran d m o th er’s wishes, an d having no 
children herself, she felt it to be lier duty a fte r m aking a few bequests 
to lier friends to give a t least one h alf of her estate to various religious 
purposes. W ith a view to th is she consulted m e iii regard to th e different 
objects tow ard w hich she could direct her benevolence.

w ith the publications of tile M issionary and C hurch E xtension Societies 
and recom m ended the P reachers’ Aid Society. Home of the Aged, and 
the Straw bridge church of w hich she w as a m em ber.
